e d itio n of prostration that existed when the war closed. 
The wealtn 


of th e great south, nearly half of the country at that time, was prac­ 


tically wiped out. 
But the country was not developed as now, there 


w as a scarcity of banking facilities and our great railway systems 


were undeveloped, and there was no surplus of capital for investment. 


The whole country was burdened with a great debt and after-war taxes 


were frightful. 
Yet in spite of these ap p aren t crushing handicaps, 


business jumped into a state of activity which continued for a period 


of six or more years. 
It is not surprising that many people believe 


rhae a repetition of these sam e buoyant conditions is to be repeated 


in this country in the next few years. 


But v t do not anticipate that th ere will be any great reaction 


after the half dozen m ore years of prosperity foreshadowed, as was 


the case in the civil w ar; this country has not been devastated as it 


was when the north and south crossed swords; on the. contrary, we 


scarcely felt the scorching, blighting effect of the war. as did our 


fathers who passed through the' fiery days of 1861-6«>. 


On the other hand, all of Europe has suffered much and will 


re e d our help for many years to come. 
While we are not disposed to 


gloat over our European friends’ misfortunes, the fact remains that 


they will need us and there is no reason why their great less should 


rot be turned into gain for us.
